SEC Votes 
$2 I ncre ase 

Raise Split By Daily, Union 
And Other Societies 

After much discussion, lasting until after midnight, the 
Students' Executive Council reconsidered their previous mo- 
tion, and reaffirmed their belief that a two dollar fee raise 
was necessary. 



A change wnH made, however, 
In the allocation of such a too 
ra lse — It granted. Ono dollar 
only, would now go to The Dally, 
with the other dollar being split 
between The Union and gcnoral 
funds of the Students' Society. 

The nmendment was Intend- 
ed to emphasize tho fact that 
only one of the two dollars 
would be needed to meet tho 
estlmntcd loss for next year. 
Tho other dollar would bo es- 
scntlal though, it was felt, for 
maintenance of Tho Union, and 
other Students' Society export- 
ses. These might include an In- 
creased feo to tlie National 
Federation of Canadian" Univer- 
sity Students — If such an in- 
crease is passed at the meeting. 

It was pointed out that $8,000' 
for summer repairs had been 
spent last year, and that this was 
a lower than averago figure for 
such repairs. 

During the discussion, nn 
amendment which would lower 
the total proposed feo increase to 
one dollar per student was con- 
sudered, but It was felt that this 
would leave no money tor Union 
repairs or for emergencies. It 
was pointed out that It costs were 
to rise greatly during tho next 
year, ttie SEC might have to 
come again and ask for more 
money. 

Earlier in tho meeting, tho 
GEO heard Louis Tcrlnbaum, 
Executive Secretary of tho 
World University Scrvlco of 
Canada (\VUSC) outlining tho 
aims and activities of that or- 
ganization. 

Mr. Perlnbaum noted that the 
present conditions of the world 
make It necessary an emphasis 
on material aid — although this 
la only a part of tho WUSC pro- 
gram. The income in Asia, he 
mentioned, averages $55 a year, 
whire that in Canada Is about 
$3,500. In problems of health, 
education, agriculture and sur 
vuval, he said, our help is essent- 
ial. 

Mr. Perlnbaum emphasized the 
responsibility of Canada In this 
regard — "the only country 
above suspicion, respected, heard 
without fear." He was particular- 
ly complimentary to tho students 
from McGIII who ha\ attended 
■ WUSC seclnars, saying, *'we need 
these people." Due to lack of 
funds, tho McOill branch of WU- 
TC Is not planning to send anyone 
to the international study group 
this summer.

Very few women students know what 
the Women's Union is, or what it does for 
them. Now that nominations for president 
and secretary of tin's organization have 
been called for, it might be wise for women 
to consider these questions, in order that 
they may intelligently fin<i candidates suit- 
able for the positions. 

The Women's Union ocmprises all wo- 
men undergraduates in the various facul- 
ties on the campus. It was set up during 
the war to organize women students in 
• the war effort, and it seems to have done 
r good job. Each woman student was re- 
quired to spend a certain amount of her 
'time in' making clothing, packing boxes for 
England and so on. 

Once the war ended, however, it .was 
increasingly hard for the executive to fin'' 
anything worthwhile to do. Only in the 
past two years has it begun to reorganize. 

Its main function now is to try to bring 
women students closer together. This it 
does by sponsoring various activities such 
as senior luncheon meetings, clubs (Reel 
Wings, Social Service Committee, etc.) , and 
by. providing facilities for women students. 

long these are a second-hand book ex- 
change, a lounge and common room. 

In order to carry out this increasingly 



active "program, it is necessary that the 
office of president of the Women's Union 
be fillc'i by a person with executive ability, 
a person who has insight into the adminis- 
tration of finances, who will take respons- 
"'•"•t" in such things as amendments" to 
the constitution of the Women's Union 
whenever such a need arises. 

There are many aspects to the duties 
of the president of the Women's Union. 
She automatically becomes a member of 
the Students' Executive Council, where she 
has a voice and vote on all matters of stu- 
dent government, as well as speaking for 
her own organization when occasion arises. 
She represents the women students on the 
campus, at University functions, and to 
outside organizations. She conducts gene- 
ral meetings of the Women's Union and 
presides at Round Table Conferences as 
well as at frequent meetings of the executi- 
ve. 

The president should, during her term 
of office, come to envisage the Women's 
Union not merely in terms of its activity 
for one year, but on the broader basis of 
its future growth and developments in pro- 
viding for the needs and interests of its 
membership and as an increasingly vital 
organization on the McGill Campus.

The Undemocratic Press 



With the Increasing complexity of govern- 
ment, democracy in the strict sense of the word 
ha» become well-nigh impossible. When govern- 
mental decisions Involve expert knowledge, not 
available to laymen and require an unusual 
a mount or secrecy, there is vary little -room -f<»r- 
"" tllrect popular participation. The result of this 
situation is that democracy was gradually come 
In mean government hy consent, In* which the 
role of the clti7.cn Is limited to the expression of 
approval or disapproval of the actions of the 
actual government, and to the acceptance or re- 
jection of ccrtnin sots of policies. Hut to make 
such choice the Individual must he informed as 
objectively and as fully as possible; In our mo- 
dern democracies, this function is almost ex- 
clusively performed by the press, especially the 
' written press. In this sense, it is on the press 
that democracy depends. But does the presB ful- 
fill its function ? 

Most of us obtain our "facts" from dally 
newspapers and popular magazines. Only a minor- 
ity has the time, the means, or the desire to 
: .~. t'CQjsult specialized publications' of a more serious 
"'"'.' type. Furthermore, most newspapers and mag- 
nzlnes depend on only three or four great Ameri- 
can news agencies for their coverngo of all hut 
local affairs. These agencies claim objectivity. 
And they are generally assumed to he reasonably 
lmpartlnl. But the very fact that they are never 
' .suspected of distortion or hins has given them a 
'."perilously disproportionate influence. Their des- 
patches are almost accepted as evidence. How- 
ever, when an A. P. despatch cnlls Uuritnmnla 
"pro-communist," or when the Mnu-Mati are re- 
ferred to as "territorials," an actual attempt is 
made at influencing the reader. Under the clonk 
of objectivity, the reader is made to accept as 
r« '. ." facts biased judgments which will condition his 
own attitude towards the specific problems. This 
doesn't, of course, mean that news ngencies are 
ipso facto mere propaganda organs. It Just serves 
to point out some of the dangers Implicit in news 
monopolies, especially when they gain unquest- 
ioning acceptance. 

Similarly, the majority of newspapers mil 
themselves "independent." And even if they ad- 
mit certain political sympathies, they insist upon 
maintaining a distinction between "news" ps 
such, and editorial views. But, the same danger* 
arise, however. The unaware render is made to 
accept his newspaper as being objective. But that 



Is seldom Ihe fact. The very choice of what news 
will make page one, and of the size and wording 
of headlines, has a poworful effect on the reader. 
And many papers use that technique very com- 
monly. 

When some obscure Democratic lawyer in 
Washington gets into trouble, the news will be 
splashed across page one of every newspaper 
(Including the New York Times). Jlut when Ke- 
puhlicnn Representative É.K. Bramblett is con- 
victed — on February 10, 1!»54 ! — on seven 
counts of falsifying his. payroll and collecting 
kickbacks, the news is burled amond adds for 
deodorizers on page IS. if printed at all. 

Indeed, the great fallacy of many editors 
(and of their readers, subsequently) is that they 
do not realize that the "facts" and whnt makes 
"news" are rarely the same thing. When the 
Doukbohors demonstrate amidst their burning 
homes, that is headline news. But their griev- 
ances are barely mentioned in the despatches. 

An even more dangerous situation is the 
growing dependence of most news agencies and 
newspapermen, on official "hand-outs" and 
press-brlcflngs. The gigantic size of government 
and the complexity and security requirements of 
government operations are a partial explanation 
of this situation. The press itself Is not entirely 
to blame. Its coverage Job Is often remarkable. 
But Its relatively widespread dependence for 
coverage of government activities on the govern- 
ment's own propaganda machine is fraught with 
obvions dangers. 

Tills, of course. Is one side of the picture. 
Many newspapers have maintained an outstand- 
ing standard of objectivity and have spared no 
effort to dig up the facts. A certain amount of 
rhoiee and Interpretation Is unavoidable: As a 
matter of fact, there Is a growing demand for 
"interprétative news." Furthermore, In spite of 
its' traditional indifference or gullibility, - the 
public has in many cases developed Immunity to 
occasional journalistic propaganda. Almost half 
Hie voters cast their ballots for Stevenson, in 
1052, notwithstanding the fact that S!»rp of the 
press was heavily backing Klsenhower. And many 
of us have learned to lake the Gazette editorials 
with a sizeable grain of salt ! 

What matters above all. Is a constant alert- 
ness and an awareness of the ever-present pos- 
sibility of bias and deliberate, or unconscious dis- 
tortion. Anil never In history has 11 been as im- 
portant to keep ono's lucidity and objectivity U
